Suffolk police and the am¬ 
bulance service were called to 
the incident on December 27 at 
about 9.55pm. 

The ambulance service said 
that Mr Williams was in a “very 
poorly way” when they arrived, 
and Suffolk Accident Rescue 
Service (SARS) administered 
emergency anaesthetic before 
he was taken to hospital.

Peter Crotty, 33, of Nimbus 
Way, Newmarket, was original¬ 
ly charged with murder follow¬ 
ing the incident but pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter at Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court on Monday. 

Adrian Williams, 51, of So- 
ham, who was known as Gus 
to his friends, was found with 
head injuries on the pavement

WORK to tackle the chal¬ 
lenges of the closure of RAF 
Mildenhall is continuing as 
a new group is set up for the 
local area. 

The Mildenhall and Lak- 
enheath Airbases Group 
(MALAG) was launched on 
Monday to bring together 
representatives of the dis¬ 
trict council, Suffolk County 
Council, Local Enterprise 
Partnerships, and the de¬ 
partment of business, inno¬ 
vation and skills. 

The new group adds to the 
work from engagement ses¬ 
sions held for the local com¬ 
munity in which ideas for 
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the future of the Mildenhall 
base have been discussed. 

Ian Gallin, joint chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the West Suffolk 
councils, said: “Underpin¬ 
ning all of our work is the 
belief that our local com¬ 
munities and businesses 
are best placed to help the 
MOD make the right choic¬ 
es for the future of the RAF 
Mildenhall site. 

“Through the govern¬ 
ment’s Mildenhall, Alcon- 
bury and Molesworth Work¬ 
ing Group, we have been 


able to press home to the 
MOD the council’s view that 
under no circumstances 
should the site be moth¬ 
balled.” 

The MOD is set to make 
a decision on the site by 
September.

A MAN suffered serious in¬ 
juries to his arm after getting 
it trapped in machinery at a 
factory in Newmarket. 

Emergency services, in¬

The victim, aged in his 40s, 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital by ambulance. 

A spokesman for the East 
of England Ambulance 
Service Trust (EEAST) de¬ 
scribed the man’s injuries as 
“serious”. 

Meanwhile, Magpas said 
on arrival at Addenbrooke’s 
the man’s condition was “se¬ 
rious but stable”.

A spokeswoman said: 


“DS Smith Packaging can 
confirm that on Thursday, 
March 26 an engineer was 
injured whilst working at its 
Fordham facility. 

“He was attended by first 
aiders until the arrival of 
the emergency services and 
then transferred to hospital. 

“His family were immedi¬ 
ately informed and we are 
offering them our full sup¬ 
port.” 


The spokeswoman added: 
“We are awaiting further de¬ 
tails about his present con¬ 
dition. 

“The cause of the accident 
will be the subject of a thor¬ 
ough investigation and DS 
Smith Packaging will play 
a full role in that investiga¬ 
tion. 

“We have no further infor¬ 
mation upon which to com¬ 
ment at this early stage.”

Community 
rallies for 
injured Simon 


FOOTBALL fans around the 
world have rallied with the 
Mildenhall community to 
support a father of three who 
was severely injured in an 
horrific attack after a foot¬ 
ball match. 

They have raised over 
£16,000 for 41-year-old 
Simon Dobbin, from Mil¬ 
denhall, who remains in a 
coma at West Suffolk Hospi¬ 
tal in Bury St Edmunds. 

He is still in a serious con¬ 
dition, police said yesterday. 

He was attacked as he 
walked to the train station 
in Southend after watching 
Cambridge United play on 
March 21. 

A fundraising page set 
up by Simon’s niece, Elise 
Thompson, has now reached 
almost £10,000, with people 
donating money from as far 
away as the USA. 

Elise’s mother Fay said: 
“My daughter Elise set the 
page up last Monday even¬ 
ing. A lot of people had 
joined together and given 
cash but she decided to do 
more. 

“Elise went to bed and it 
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was at £60 and by the morn¬ 
ing the total was already 
£1,000 by the time she woke 
up. We have been shar¬ 
ing it everywhere and we 
have seen donations come 
in from as far as America 
and from football fans from 
clubs around the country.” 

Despite the terrible situa¬ 
tion the family has been left 
in, Fay said that the outpour¬ 
ing of help and care from the 
community has helped. 

She said: “It has been such 
a terrible situation that has 
happened to him but this 
has brought a little bit of 
hope back.” 

And on Sunday, Milden¬ 
hall residents flocked in 
their hundreds to the town’s 
football club in a ‘Play For 
Dobbo’ fundraiser, set up by 
Daniel Herrera. 

The event raised £6,174 
for Simon’s family as teams 
went head to head, and 
raffle prizes were donated by 
Simon’s team, Liverpool FC, 


among others. 

Daniel said: “It’s just been 
awe-inspiring to see the 
community coming together 
like this. 

“It’s a great tribute and 
credit to him as a person that 
so many people from all over 
the country came out here to 
support him. 

“It’s crazy to think it was 
planned as about 20 or 30 
people doing something, 
but it has just blown up over 
social media.” 

Simon’s wife, Nicole, said: 
“I would like to thank eve¬ 
ryone for their kind dona¬ 
tions, for all the lovely get 
well wishes and support for 
Simon. My family and I are 
overwhelmed.” 

Another event is being 
held on Thursday, April 23, 
when golfers will take on 
a 54-hole sponsored golf 
round at Ely City Golf Club.

Dave Matthew-fones, chairman of Cam¬ 
bridge Fans United, said Simon’s family 
could count on the support of fans. 

He said: “Everyone is wishing him a full 


recovery and our thoughts are with him and 
his family. 

“He is one of us, a Cambridge United sup¬ 
porter and we should look after his family 
and him as much as we can.”

Hospice still

RECENTLY NHS West Suffolk Clinical 
Commissioning Group announced 
its commitment to continuing with 
its annual £1.1 million grant for St 
Nicholas Hospice Care for the next 
four years, in an agreement which 
is one the first of its kind between a 
clinical commissioning group and a 
hospice. 

Although this is undoubtedly an 
encouraging commitment from 
WSCCG towards our work, it should 
not be viewed as additional or new 
money raised for the Hospice. 

It is important for people to know 
that in addition to this grant we still 
need to raise £11,000 every day of 
the year to provide our expanding 
services, which care for the West 
Suffolk and Thetford communities. 

As you can imagine, this is a huge 
challenge and I am keen to make it 
clear that the £1.1 million we will be 
receiving from the NHS West Suffolk 
Clinical Commissioners still leaves us 
with a huge gap to fill, as our NHS 
funding covers under a quarter of our 
actual funding requirements. 

While we are pleased to have 
signed this four-year grant agreement, 
we still need the help and support of 
the communities of West Suffolk and 
Thetford if the hospice is to continue 
supporting people facing long-term 
and life-threatening illnesses, and to 
help make living with dying better.

My battle for 
survival in 
the icy Pacific

MY STORY: One year on, Andrew, above, has written a book 
about his terrifying experience at sea 


CHANGING the sails of a 
yacht in the middle of the 
Pacific Ocean during a terri¬ 
ble storm, Newmarket sailor 
Andrew Taylor and his crew- 
mates were carrying out a 
task they’d done countless 
times before. 

But when a wave crashed 
over the boat and knocked 
Andrew overboard and into 
the freezing ocean, the situ¬ 
ation changed and it all be¬ 
came about survival. 

Andrew Taylor, 47, from 
Newmarket, was sailing 
around the world with the 
Clipper Race team last April 
when the disaster happened 
and he found himself fight¬ 
ing to stay conscious in freez¬ 
ing water for 90 minutes. 

Now, a year after the in¬ 
cident - and fully recovered 
from his ordeal - Andrew has 
released a book about his ex¬ 
periences. 

He said: “We were trying to 
swap down to smaller sails 
and it was something we 
were used to doing. We were 
getting bashed around but 
it wasn’t something that was 
foreign to us. 

“When I realised I was in 
the water I braced myself, 
waiting for my safety line 
to snag and I realised very 
quickly I was disconnected.” 

As his fellow crew mem¬ 
bers searched for Andrew, 
he was in the freezing wa¬ 
ter, dealing with what he 
thought was a broken leg 
after being hit by the rudder. 

“It all happened in a frac¬ 


tion of a second,” he said. 

“There was a large storm 
just after and I swallowed a 
lot of water. I had no concept 
of time.” 

He was 1,500 miles from 
land, which was too far for 
any helicopter to help. In¬ 
stead, he just had to wait for 
his team to return. 

When the boat arrived, 
crew member Jason Middle- 
ton also got into the water to 
rescue Andrew. 

“He contracted hypother¬ 
mia himself and I’m in awe 
of his selfless act of bravery,” 
said Andrew. 

“The recovery was one of 
the worst parts of the whole 
experience. The boat was 
battering us and we were get¬ 
ting hit up against it by the 
waves. 

“There were several times 
when we both thought we 
were going to drown.” 


Eventually, Andrew was 
brought back on deck, suf¬ 
fering hypothermia and a 
suspected broken leg. When 
the team arrived in San Fran¬ 
cisco, he was found to have 
severe bruising. Once he and 
the team had had time to re¬ 
cover, they sailed back home 
from San Francisco. 

“Getting back on the boat 
was a difficult thing to do. 
But I set out to circumnavi¬ 
gate the world and it’s called 
the round the world for a rea¬ 
son so I had to get back on,” 
he said. 

Andrew has shared his ex¬ 
periences in a book, 179W, 
named after the co-ordinates 
where he went overboard. 

It was released on Monday 
and is available now from 
179w.co.uk. All proceeds will 
be split between the Ellen 
MacArthur Cancer Trust and 
Newmarket Day Centre.

AN eight-year-old gelding once 
beaten 27 lengths in a Listed race at 
Chester is now the king of the world. 

That was the improbable 
headline story at Meydan on 
Saturday as William Buick made the 
best possible start as retained jockey 
for Godolphin when winning the 
most valuable race on the planet 
aboard Prince Bishop. 

The unconsidered 14-1 shot, 
comprehensively defeated the 
talented American pair of California 
Chrome and Lea to spring a surprise 
in the Dubai World Cup. 

Buick showed why he was head¬ 
hunted by Sheikh Mohammed 
as he cajoled Saeed bin Suroor’s 
evergreen Prince Bishop to land 
the coveted prize after having been 
detached in the early stages. 

Somehow, Buick got Prince 
Bishop into contention and lead a 
furlong-and-a-half out to land the 
spoils by two-and-three-quarter

lengths from last year’s Kentucky 
Derby hero California Chrome, 
with Lea third. 

“This horse has class and he has 
a big heart,” said trainer Saeed bin 
Suroor. 

Buick said: “We were detached 
last but we ended up travelling very 
well in the last turn. 

“I feel a bit numb at the moment 
but I’m sure when I get home it will 
all sink in.” 

Runner-up California Chrome 
has been given the go-ahead to run 
at Royal Ascot in June. 

The Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
winner, trained in America by Art 
Sherman, could even arrive in Eng¬ 
land “as early as next week”, with 
the Lockinge Stakes at Newbury 
earmarked as a possible starting 
point. 

The four-year-old colt will be based 


in Newmarket at Rae Guest’s stables 
in preparation for the Prince ofWales’s 
Stakes at the Royal meeting. 

■ Kingston Hill’s early-season 
preparations have been derailed by 
injury, said trainer Roger Varian. 

The Ladbrokes St Leger winner 
has sustained a leg problem but 
will still be campaigned with the 
conditional aim of running in 
the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe at 
Longchamp in the autumn. 

Kingston Hill finished fourth in 
the Arc last year but firstly needs 
time to recover. 

The Newmarket handler said: 
“Kingston Hill will miss the first half 
of the season due to a setback. 

“He has sustained a superficial 
injury to his left fore. He is sound 
but sore. 

“He has an area of significant 
bruising and inflammation which 
will take time to settle. 

“It goes without saying that this 


is an early-season blow as he looks 
so well and has been training better 
than ever. 

“We will now target the top middle- 
distance races later in the season with 
all roads leading back to Longchamp 
in October for another crack at the 
Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe.” 

The Duke ofYork Stakes is next on 
the agenda for Naadirr following his 
brilliant comeback victory at 
Doncaster on Saturday. 

■ Marco Botti’s son of Oasis Dream 
showed plenty of ability last season 
but appears to have taken his game 
to another level as a four-year-old 
judged on his excellent display in 
the Cammidge Trophy. 

Naadirr will step up to Group Two 
company on the Knavesmire next 
month, with Both keen to find out 
whether he is up to taking on the 
best at Royal Ascot.
